The shops of grocers, butchers, 
bakers, coal and corn dealers, salesmen, and 
others, were wide open; while stalls and benches 
es were arranged throughout the street, and 
covered with articles for food and clothing of 
all descriptions, and, what I took to be, when 
looking on them in the distance, a mob collect 
ed to witness a quarrel or a fight, I found was 
a dense mass of persons engaged in all the ine 
terest, and bustle, and confusion of worldly traf- 
fic, I had heard of sundry ma:kets in the West 
Indies, aud of the benevolent attempts cf Govs 
‘ernment to abolish them, but who ever heard of 
a Sunday market in Londoa! I blushed for my 
country—and would fain have supposed myself 
deceived ; but I could not,—the facts were toa 
appalling and apparent. Jere were garments 
of all sorts, and attire of all descriptions, for 
young and old, male and female, hung up in the 
‘open street row upon row ; there were carcases, 
}and sides, and joints, and cuttings exposed to 
\the view, and thrust upon the notice of every 
| passer-by, while scores were crossing and re- 
jcrossing the street, laying hold of any who 
iseemed disposed to look and listen, and inviting 
‘all toexamine and cheapen, to fit on and buy. 
In one part of the street, a number of poor crea- 
tures were arranged before and around as many 
‘boards covered with boots, and shoes, and slip- 
/pers, busily employed in blacking and polishing 
their several wares; to avoid whose elbows and 
‘filthy sprinklings, I turned into the cart-road, 
and then [ narrowly escaped being required to 
interfere by a busy butcher, who, finding the 
quality of his meat arraigned by some of his 
customers, turned to the crowd, and darting his 
‘eye toward a tall Irish laborer on my right, ap- 
|pealed to him, with horrid oaths, whether the 
/meat was not equal to any in London, and was 
answered by blasphemies equally revolting and 
'offensive. i had scarcely passed by the swear- 
ing butcher, when my ears were assailed by the 
cries of those, who in announcing the qualities 
and prices of their fruit and vegetables, evinced 
their anxiety to secure customers, and empty 
their baskets. ‘To their noisy din was added

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ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS IN ARMENIA. 

The American Board of Commissionets for 
Foreign Missions, as our readers are aware, 
have sent two Missionaries on an exploring 
tour to Armenia, with a view to an establish- 
ment in that interesting coun There are 
already several Missionaries in the vicinity of 
Armenia, from the institution of Basle in Swit- 
zerland, and our readers will be pleased to 
learn from the following letter from the Rev.

Dear Brotner—I feel it a duty to commn- 
nicate, through the Advocate and Journal, a 
knowledge of the very important measures ad. 
opted in the late national council of the Choc- 
taws. Deep is the interest felt by the Chris- 
tian public. on the subject of measures of the 
national and state governments, in regard to the 


sions of all of us, as to the influence of such 
measures, upon those among them who had 
recently embraced Christianity. Any circum- 
stance tending in any degree to calin these ap- 
prehensions will no doubt be gratefully receiv- 
ed by our distant friends. On the enactment 
of the late law of Mississippi extending all her 
laws to the extent of her chartered limits 
forthwith, and making it a thousand dollars fine, 
and twelve months imprisonment, for any chief 
or captain to execute the laws of the nation, the 
shock upon the feelings of the red people was 
violent. Some fled from their homes in the vi- 
cinity of the whites, and from every public 
road, to the bosom of the nation. But these 
apprehensions of danger had greatly subsided 
| previous to the sitting of the council. ‘Time 
was allowed the people to inform themselves of 
the situation in which they were placed, and 
the necessity of determining their future course. 

On the 15th inst., a national council was con- 
vened on the usual council ground. On the 
first night Col. Leflore was re-elected chief of 
the western district, by the unanimous voice of 
his captains and all his warriors present. On 
the 16th, previously to entering upon the busi- 
}aess of the council, the chief of the eastern 
district, Col. Folsum, and the chief of the 
southern district, came forward, with their 
captains and warriors, resigned their offices as 
chiefs, and elected Col. Leflore the chief of 
' the nation. 
| Inthe afternoon of the 16th the council was 
| organized, and the chief delivered an address 
‘in which he presented the council with a full 
view of the difficulties in which they were in- 
| volved, and the necessity of determining on 
| their futare course. ‘The debate continued to 
|alate hour, when the votes were taken, and it 
| was found that the council determined on the 
emigration of the nation, if the United States 
} would meet their proposition which the liber- 
'ality proposed by the friends of such a course. 
| On the 17th the propositions of the nation 
(were prepared and signed, and on the 18th, 
|Mr. David W. Ifaily left the council ground, 
/as express for the city of Washington, bearing 
‘the proposition of the nation. When the 
council was opened by the chief, and the sub- 
ject proposed, during most of the time he spake, 
_and for some time while other speakers addres- 
| sed the council the voice of bitter lamentation 
'and weeping was heard from some of the fe- 
|males who were present. Inthe conclusion of 
‘almost every sitting, a native hymn was sung, 
‘and the chief offered up a prayer to the Great 
‘Spirit, the whole congregation prostrating 
|themselves before the Lord. These were 
seasons of deep and solemn interest. and con- 
stantly reminded me of the days of David and 
other pious kings of Israel. 

From the union and brotherly affection, to- 
gether with the deep and solemn spirit of devo- 
tion which uniformly pervaded the council, and 
continues to prevail in its dispersion, | am 
strongly inclined to believe that should the 
United States give them a liberal treaty, and 
should Mississippi suspend the operation 
of her laws, the work of God in the nation will 
experience no essential injury by their removal. 
But either of the above expectations failing, 
may ruin the nation. 

On my return from the council I have heard 
from some natives who were not at the council. 
They appear perfectly satisfied, fully believing 
that the Great Spirit will accompany them and 
bless them in their new home. As far asl can 
judge, an entire reliance upon their great I’ath- 
er above, is the principal consolation of the 
people in this their day of fiery trial. ‘They feel 
a deep interest in the prayers and Christian 
feelings of their white brethren, and never 
could a people have a stronger claim upon a 
Christian community.—-Christian Advocate.

About 24 years ago, Elder Hopkins purchased, and 
settled on a farm in the townof Canaan, Conn., 
where he continued, excepting a short period, till 
he was called to the incorruptible inheritance of the 
Saintsio light. He wasa sincere lover of the truth, 
the government, and the people of God. He follow- 
ed his divine Master through evil report and good 
report. His conscience led him at an early period 
to attach himself to jthe Baptist denomination. 
And, satisfied that his attachment was in strict ac- 
cordance with the divine word, he continued a firm, 
consistent, and worthy member of the body, though 
at times assailed by persecuting bitterness. 

As a minister of Christ, be did what he could.

| God to perishing sinners. 
| The sickness which issued in his death was short, 
but severe ; and prevented that full disclosure of the

|made. He however vrofessed a firm and entire re- 
liance on the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, and a good hope through grace of a glorious 
immortality. Ele expressed himself in the words 
of the Psalmist, ** Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul? and why art thou disquieted within me ? 
Hope thou in God; for I shall yet praise him who 
is the health of my countenance and my God.”— 
His funeral was attended by a large concourse of his 
neighbours and friends, by whom be was regarded 
with much respect. And atthe close of the sermon, 
preached by the pastor of the Church to which he 
belonged, (the Baptist Church in Northeast, N. Y.) 
a very candid and honourable testimony was borne 
to his pious and upright character by the congrega- 
tional minister of the place, (Mr. Prentiss,) by whom 
he had long lived as a neighbour and a friend. 

His remains lie interred in the Baptist burying 
ground at Northeast, awaiting the voice of the 
Archangel and the trump of God. When we doubt 
not our departed brother and father in Israel will 
rise to glory, honor and immortality. 

Elder Hopkins was twice married, his last come 
panion surviving him, to lament the loss of an affec-

In 
the latter case, indeed, the desired effect might 
have been produced to a much greater extent, 
by placing the whole territory under an inde- 
pendent Christian government, which, with the 
guarantee of the allies, and the influence of a 
highly favourable position, would have grown 
up rapidly into a very powerful state, and been 
a much more effectual check on the Russian 
power, than Turkey ever has been or could 
possibly be rendered.

It is 
obvious, that, in this way, the inefficiency of 
the whole, for political purposes, is rendered 
complete.

But this is not the only 
comparison that may be formed between men 
and brutes. You will perceive among the lat- 
ter, some are mere drones,(that is, so lazy that 
they will not employ the faculties which they 
have, to keep themselves comfortable,) some 
live by stealth, upon the labours of others, and 
those which are strong will even murder and 
plunder the weak to obtain a livelihood. The 
same may be said of mankind! They are 
melancholy facts, young frienas, and we hope 
you will lay them to heart, that when you grow 
up you may not imitate the brutes, nor sinful 
men, but employ your hearts in devising, and 
your hands in executing plans of mercy toward 
your feliow creatures, which shall make you 
and those within your influence appear like 
your benevolent Creator.—Bp. Her.
